Copies of the Minutes of the Parish Council meeting held 
on 8th.December,1975, had been previously circulated. 
Mr.Moore asked for an amendment to the Minute under the 
sub-heading Parish Allotments. 

It was agreed that this Minute be altered to read as 
follows :- “It was also agreed that Mr.Moore and 
Mr.Enright should arrange the initial meeting of the 
applicants." The words "Undertake the marking out of 
the plots" to be deleted. 

The Minute Book was not available for signing, and it 
was agreed that this should be signed at the next 
meeting. 


Rural Bus Services. 

Areply had been received from the County Surveyor to the 
letter concerning Rural Bus Services. 

This stated that the Education Department has a statutory 


nee to provide transport for children living three or 


more miles from their school. 

The County Surveyor considered it unlikely that a regular 
service operated by a low capacity vehicle would be 
commercially viable. 

The letter suggested that as there were over 70 households 
in Burton with two or more cars, a volunteer service for 
the few people without private transport might be 
considered by the Parish Council. 

The meeting expressed it's deep concern at the nature 

and contents of the letter, especially with the 

knowledge that the Government has set aside the sum of 
£724,000 for Rural Transport Services in the County. 

It was agreed that a letter be sent to the County Surveyor 
expressing the Council's concern, and in view of the 

large grant, to ask why this part of the County should 
receive such peremtory treatment. 
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Copies of the letter to be sent to Mr.Michael Latham, 
M.P., County Councillor Branston, and the Chairmen of 
the Policy and Transportation Committees of the’ 
County Council. 


Field Footpath, 13, and Bridlepath H91. 


The Chairman reported that these paths had been 

marked by a tractor wheel, and the results did just 
comply with the requirements of the law. 

A letter was read from Shakespeare, Mc.Turk and Graham, 


requesting a meeting on Tuesday, 13th.Jan.1976, at 

42-30 p»m. at Burton Farm, Seymour Road, Burton-on-the- 
Wolds, with Mr.Packe-Drury-Lowe, and themselves, to 
discuss these footpaths. 

The Chairman had already replied to this letter, stating 


the unsuitability of this date, and requested that a 
meeting be arranged on a Saturday. 


Parish Allotments. 

Conveyance procedure of the land was now at a standstill, 
due to failure to agree by Mr.Seal's Solicitors over 

the question of maintenance of two new fences by Mr.Seal 
on the South and West side of the land. 

Mr.Moore and Mr.Enright agreed to see Mr.Seal to obtain 
his views on this point. 

If agreement over the maintenance of the fences cannot 
be reached, the meeting decided that the scheme would 
have to beabandoned. 

The Solicitor acting for the Parish Council required 

the names of two Councillors to act as signatorees for 
the Deeds of Conveyance. 

Mr.Bell and Mr.Moore agreed to do this. 


Proposed amalgamation of the Parishes of Burton, 
Prestwold and Cotes. 


The Special Parish Meetings to discuss the amalgamation 
had been arranged in the parishes of Prestwold and 
Cotes, and it was agreed that no further action be 
taken until the results of these meetings were Known. 


School Crossing, Village Centre. 


The Chairman reported on a meeting with Police Sergeant 
Hope, the officer concerned with patrolled school 
crossings. This officer will be looking into the 
problem of obtaining the services of a Crossing Warden, 
and was confident that he would be able to find 

someone willing to undertake these duties.

Correspondence 
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Chester's Charity. 


A copy of the Registration Form of this Charity with the 
Charity Commissioners, together with a copy of an extract 
of William Chester's Will had been received from the 
Clerk to the Trustees of the Chester Charity. 

Both the Will and the Registration Form clearly stated 
that part of the income from this Charity is for 
distribution to the poor of Burton-on-the-Wolds. 

In order to determine the extent of the Parish Council's 
involvement and responsibility concerning the Chester 
Charity, it was agreed to write to the Charity 
Commissioners giving details of the correspondence 
received, and to ask for their guidance in deciding the 
following issues raised:- 

4. Is the Parish Council able to appoint, discharge from 
office, or otherwise fill a vacancy on the Trust 
concerned. 


2. Under what arrangement is the income paid to Prestwold 


Parochial Charities. 


3. By what authority has the income over many years been 
distributed in aid of the poor in Hoton and Prestwold 
Parishes, in addition to Burton-on-the-Wolds, mentioned 
as the sole recipient in the bequest. 


It was also agreed to write to the Clerk of the Prestwold 
Parochial Charities informing him of the objects of the 
Chester Charity contained in the Registration of the 
Charity, and to request his comments on the distribution 
of the income, not only between the poor of Burton, but 
also to the poor of Hoton and Prestwold. 

The Clerk was instructed to write to Mr.L.A.Kerry, Clerk 
and Trustee of the Chester Charity, asking if he has 

any record of Mr.Lewis having been appointed as Trustee 
of the Chester Charity. 

The Clerk was also asked to inform Mr.Kerry that the 
Parish Council was anxious to know if, when sending the 
annual cheque to Mr.Lewis, he specified that the money 
is solely for the poor of the parish of Burton.

The following members of the Parish Council were present, 
Mr.JeReBell, (Chairman), Miss M.I.Fletcher, | 
Messrs. B.Moore, and C.A.Betts. 

Councillor B.Scarlett, representing the Parish on the 
Charnwood Borough Council also attended, and there were 
14 Local Government Electors present. 


To discuss the following proposition from the Parish 
Council to the Parish :- 

"That the Borough of Charnwood be requested to make an 
order forming a joint Parish Council to serve the 
Parishes of Burton-on-the-Wolds, Prestwold and Cotes". 


Upon opening the meeting the Chairman expressed his 
concern at the low attendance when such an important 
issue was to be discussed. 

Notices of the meeting had been published in accordance 
with the Local Government Act, and in addition an 
explanatory note had been distributed to most households 
in the village. 

The Chairman explained that it should be clearly 
understood the proposal did not, nor could not lead to 
the formation of one large parish, but only the formation 
of a joint Parish Council to serve the parishes of 
Burton-on=-the-Wolds, Prestwold and Cotes, with powers 
to precept a Parish Rate over the three parishes. 
Separate annual Parish Meetings would continue to be 
held as required by law. 

Details were then given to the meeting of the number of 
electors and the penny rate product for each parish for 
the year 1975-6. 

The number of electors in Prestwold was 8, and the 1P 
rate product £497, the number of Cote's electors being 
25, and the 1P rate product £27. This compared to 
Burton-on-the-Wolds 538 electors, and a 1P rate product 
of £817. 

The Chairman explained the reason for the high product 
of the 1P rate for the parish of Prestwold, this was 
due to the rateable value of the industrial units on 
Wymeswold Airfield. 

The amalgamation would create certain benefits for the 
parish of Burton, namely the increased overall product 
of a 1P rate. The Burton Parish would also be directly 
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concerned with any future development on the Wymeswold 

Airfield, military or otherwise, and likewise with 

the proposed by-pass at Cotes. 

Conversely the parishes of Prestwold and Cotes would 

be able to appoint Councillors to represent them on the * 
joint Parish Council, and would therefore have direct 
representation with the Borough of Charnwood and the 


County Council. 


Councillor Scarlett reiterated the Chairman's remarks, 


and confirmed that the three parishes would retain 


their own identity, and any existing assets would 
remain within each parish. 

The meeting was. generally sympathetic towards the 
parishes of Prestwold and Cotes in not having direct 


representation with the Borough of Charnwood. 

Concern was expressed however, that with such a small 
attendance, the meeting should be asked to vote on 
this important issue. Certain points were raised 
which it was felt required further consideration and 
clarification before the meeting could give it's 
support to the Council's proposal. 


Mr.Hawes raised the point that in the event of the 
Industries occupying the buildings on the Wymeswold 
Airfield closing down or moving away, this would have 
the affect of reducing the product of a iP rate in the 
Prestwold parish considerably. 

The Chairman agreed that this would be so, and stated 
that the present Parish Council looked forward to 
Wymeswold Airfield returning to its full agricultural 
use. 


However, for the time being there was no doubt that 


the village could benefit from the rates ensuing from 
these premises. The joint Council would obviously 
have to bear this in mind before committing the 
ratepayers to any long term project financed from the 
benefits received from these buildings. 


Dr.Evans mentioned the possibility of the Parish Council & 
having to provide Allotments, Playing Fields, and in 

the event of Prestwold Churchyard being closed, a 

Burial Ground for Prestwold and Cotes. 


It was agreed that the points raised at this meeting 
should be reported in the "Link" magazine to allow 
further consideration and discussion at the Annual 
Parish Meeting.

Town and Country Planning Act, 1971. 
Appeal by Mr.H.M.Scottorn, a5 Sowters Lane, Burton-on-the- 


Wolds. 


Mr.Scottorn had appealed to the Secretary of State for the 
Environment against the refusal by the Charnwood Borough 
Council to grant him planning permission for the 
demolition of an existing dwelling, and the erection of 

a new dwelling at 36, Sowters Lane. 

Charnwood Borough Council gave the following reasons for 


refusing the application:- 


The proposal is contrary to the intentions of the 

Structure Plan for Leicester and Leicestershire. 

The existing dwelling is a conversion of a war-time 

billet hut, sited outside the main confines of the village. 
In order to avoid the perpetuation of sporadic and badly 
sited development, the Ministry of Housing and Local 
Government stated in 1960:- "It cannot be assumed that 
planning permission will invariably be given for a new or 
substantially new house on the site of an old one". 

It is considered that the proposal would result in a new 
dwelling inappropriately sited among old war-time buildings 
outside the main built-up area of the village. 


It was agreed that a letter should be sent to the Borough 
Secretary expressing the Parish Council's strong support 
for the Charnwood Borough Council's refusal to this 
application. It was also agreed to include the following 
observations in the letter:- 


It would be difficult to resist further applications for 
development of the area around this site. 


Cognizance should be made of the effect of any such 
development on the population of the County Junior School, 
which is already overloaded.

Rural Bus Service. 

A letter from the County Secretary stated that the 
Chairman of the Transportation Committee had considered 
the views of the Parish Council, and has confirmed that 
it would be wrong to recommend expenditure on further 

bus services for Burton. The letter went on to explain 
that considerable increase in money for the revenue 
support of bus services for 1976-7 was to help operators 
to maintain the present level of rural services in the 
County, and not to provide new services or to decrease 
existing bus fares. 

The County Secretary re-affirmed that the Parish Council's 
wish to have a bus linkage with Barrow-upon-Soar will 
be borne in mind for further consideration if and when 
circumstances permit. 

Following a request by Mr.Michael Latham, M.-P. the Clerk 
had provided him with copies of all the correspondence 
which had passed between the Parish Council and County 
Hall on this matter. 

Mr.Latham had written stating that all he can reasonably 
do under the present circumstances is to write to the 
County Engineer and ask him to place the whole matter 
before the full Committee te see if there is any 
possibility of them reaching a different decision. 
Mr.Latham stressed that he can only request, he cannot 
demand the County Council to take any specific decision. 
A letter was read to the meeting from the Hoton Parish 
Council requesting support in their appeal to the 
County Council to make representation to the Trent 
Motor Traction Company concerninz the high bus fares 
being charged in the district. 


Correspondence: 
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The meeting was unanimous in it's support for Hoton Parish 
Council, and it was agreed that a combined meeting of 
Burton, Hoton, Wymeswold and Walton Parish Councils, 
together with representatives from the Parish Meetings 

of Prestwold and Cotes should be arranged to meet 
representatives from the County Council, the Traffic 
Commissioners, and the Trent Motor Traction Company. 

It was also agreed that Mr.Latham, M.ePe should be invited 
to this meeting, and that he be asked to give a list of 
dates when he would be able to attend. 


Illuminated Road Sign, Loughborough Road. 


A letter from the Divisional Surveyor stated that this 


Sign would receive attention as soon as possible. 


Site for proposed new Parish Hall. 


A letter from the Senior Estate Surveyor, Property Services 


Agency, Midland Region, stated that the Parish Council's 


proposal is still being considered, and the position 
regarding the proposed site off Barrow Road should be 
elarified during the next month. 


Burton-on-the-Wolds Memorial Village Hall. 

A letter from the Secretary of the Memorial Village Hall 
Management Committee stated that the Committee was anxious 
to carry out improvements to the toilet facilities at the 
Hall. 

Upon making enquiries, the Committee has learned that 
there is a strong possibility of receiving grant aid of 
50% of the total cost from the Department of Education 
and Science, and an approach has also been made to the 
Borough of Charnwood for a 25% grant. 

The terms of the application for the grant are, that the 
Management Committee should be able to provide 25% of the 
coste 

The estimated cost of the improvement is £3000, and the 
Memorial Hall funds at pr=sent amount to £450, the 
Management Committee was asking if the Parish Council 
could make a grant of £300 to enable the Committee to 
provide the 25% (£750) of the total cost 

The application for the grant from the Department of 
Education and Science had to reach the Department by 
Monday, 22nd.March,1976. The letter also stated that in 


| view of the economic situation, this would probably be 


| 


the last opportunity for some time to obtain grant aid 


to carry out these improvements. 
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The request was discussed at some length, although the 
Parish Council were fully aware of the urgent need for 
the improvements to the toilet facilities. 

Finally on the proposition of Mr.Betts, seconded by 
Mr.Moore, it was agreed that the Parish Council makes 
a grant of £300 from the 1976-7 Precept for General 
Expenditure to the Memorial Village Hall Management 
Committee to enable them to proceed with grant 
application to the Department of Education and Science. 


The grant is to be conditional on the principle grants & 


peing forthcoming. 


Vandalism on the Playing Field to Cricket Club Property. 
A letter from Mr.G.N.Harvey stated that damage had 


been caused by children to newly laid concrete in front 


of the cricket pavilion. 

Mr.Harvey asked for assurance that the Parish Council 
would fully support any legal action that might be 
taken by the cricket club in dealing with this or any 
future acts of this nature. 

The meeting was sympathetic with the Cricket Club over 
this problem, but having no jurisdiction over the 
Playing Field, felt that it could not associate with 
any legal action the club may take in this instance, or 
with any future acts of vandalism there may be. 

The Clerk was asked to inform Mr.Harvey of the Council's

Gutting of Field Hedges. 

A letter from Mr.R.J.Ryder drew the Council's attention 
to the drastic way field hedges are being cut by 
mechanical hedge cutters, and the attendant effect 


this is having on wild bird life. 

Mr.Ryder asked the Council if representation could be 
made to local farmers requesting that consideration 
be given to wild life when cutting the hedges. 

The meeting felt that whilst sympathising with this 


problem, it could not make direct representation to 
the local farmers. 

The Council suggested to Mr.Ryder, who attended the 
meeting in his right as a local government elector, 
that perhaps a letter to the Farmers Union, anda 
similar report in the Parish Magazine, "The Link"

Footpath between Springfield Close and Barrow Road. 
A letter from the County HEngineer and Surveyor stated 


that the land over which this footpath runs is owned 

by Mrs.V."V.Harlow, Ashby Road, Long Whatton, and it was 
unlikely that a Dedication Agreement will be made at the 
present time. 

The County Council therefore were not in a position to 
make a "No Cycling Order on land over which the public 
have no right of way, but are permitted to use as an act 
of graceée 

During negotiations that have taken place, it was suggested 
by MrseHarlow's agent, Messrs. Gartons of Loughborough, 
that their client should take steps to display an 
appropriate notice to prevent legal rights being acquired, 
whilst not precluding the use thereof by the public, and 
that such a notice should state that cycling is prohibited 
on the path. 

The County Engineer suggested that the Parish Council 
might consider contacting Mrs.Harlow, or preferably her 
agent with a request for a prohibition of cycling to be 
included in such a notice.

The County Transportation Sub-Committee had noted the 
local concern expressed with regard to the present fare 
Structure. ‘Nhe major and anhercn: reason for differins 
fare structures was that companies with a high 
proportion of urban area services carried more passengers 
on their buses than those with mainly rural operations, 
and therekore had cheager Lares. 
The sub-Committee agreed that the fare anomlies did occur 
whch could be comrusine to locally seanle. bus Bus 
Companies on the same route were encouraged by the Traffic 
Commissioners to charge similar fares to eliminate 
eompetition. Any peéscsine or reduction of fares is not 
possible without an increase in subsidy to operators. 
With regard to the proposed introduction of a new Rural 
Route connecting the villages in the area, the 
Sub-Committee had been informed that following 
investigations undertaken in January, 1975, it was 


estimated that the proposed service would need a subsidy 
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of £5000 per year and would attract very few passengers. 
Compared with most other villages, the Sub-Committee 
felt that Burton has a relatively zood bus service, and ' 
as such is regarded as having low priority for 

financial support of additional services. 

The letter also stated that the primary function of the 
subsidy being paid to bus operators is to maintain 
existing services and not to provide additional 
facilities.
